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THE TYPEWRITER REVOLUTION 

Among the men who distinguished the month 
of February as the birth month of workers whose 
invention has been supremely important, not the 
least important was Christopher Latham Sholes, 
who invented the typewriter, out of which he 
reaped little material benefit. He was born Feb. 
14, 1819, in Columbia County, Pennsylvania, and 
died in Milwaukee Feb. 17, 1890. Mr. Sholes was a 
journalist by profession, for a long time editor of 
the Milwaukee Sentinel, but hts controlling love 
was invention; out of this love came the typewrit- 
er. In 1867 he produced the first crude instrument, 
‘and in 1873 the manufacture began at Ilion, N. Y. 

In 1867 the pen was the only implement of rec- 
ord, everything from a love note to an act vf 
Congress being set down by the .scrivener’s art. 
In 1909 the pen is used for social correspondence 
only, and even for that purpose is on the de- 
fensive. For all other purposes the typewriter is 
practically the only implement employed. 

The typewriter is woman’s weapon. With that 
As aN entering wedge she is forcing herself into 
the industrial world and becoming a worker in 


| all gainful occupations. 


According to the census of 1900 there were 
26,246 male stenographers and typewriters in the 
United States, and 86,118 female. But that does 
not tell the whole story. Stenography and type- 
writing make the open door through which wom- 
en pass on their way to more important places 
in the industrial army. Excluding agriculture 
and domestic service, which have always becn 
open to woman, the number of workers in 1900 
was 13,111,695. Of this total, women numbered 
2,300,410, or 17.5 per cent. The importance of 
the writing machine to women is not, measured 
by 86,118 typewriters actually employed in the last 
census year. But it is noteworthy that from 
1890 to 1900, while the proportion of male work- 
ers increased in 29 occupations, the proportion of 
women workers increased in 8&6. 

Before the introduction of machinery women 
were employed only in domestic industry-—spin- 
ning, weaving, cheese and butter making, etc. 
They were economic factors, but not wage earn- 
ers. In 1840 Harriet Martineau found only seven 
occupations open to women-—teaching, needle- 
work, keeping boarders, cotton mill work, book- 
binding, typesetting and household service. In 
1909 women are absolutely barred only from the 
army, navy, telegraph and telephone line work. 

In this industrial revolution, which goes to the 
very roots of the social system, Christopher Lath- 
am Sholes and his idea are commanding factors. 
The typewriter has not only been the means of 
living and of opening new occupations, but for 
many women it has been a tremendous factor in 
the saving of time and lavor. It has been a boon 
to writers and business men. It should be listed 
with the steam engine, the cotton gin and «he 
telegraph as a revolutionary invention. 
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The proposal to increase the salaries of circuit 
judges in this State should be enacted into law. 
It is a necessary measure to maintain the stan- 
dard of the judiciary. 
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A DEEP-WATER OBJECT LESSON. 

In his address before the commercia] clubs and 
civic organizations of St. Louis, urging the need 
of the deepening of the Mississippi’s channel, 
John L. Mathews submitted one particular “‘ex- 
hibit” of tremendous value as an object lesson 
bearing vitally upon the subject under discussion. 

This significant exhibit is found in the map 
offered in evidence by the lecturer, showing in 
detail the waterways of Russia, Germany, Hol- 
land, Belgium and France. The map showed the 
connecting of rivers by canals and proved that 
one may now go from the Mediterranean through 
France to every river in Prussia and Russia 
by means of these connecting canals. 

The teaching of this map is additionally em- 
phasized when it is. remembered that Holland, 
Belgium, Germany and France maintain a total 
of ‘18,920 miles of waterways, an average of one 
mile for every 231-5 square miles of territory. 
The cost of such maintenance is great, yet French 
Ambassador Jusserand testified, in his address 
before the National Rivers and Harbors Con- 
gress at Washington in December, 1907, that it 
was much more than offset by the consequent 
saving in freight rates, stating that France had 
spent 2,000,000,000 francs'on waterways, but that 
the results were well worth the investment. Pres- 
ident-elect Taft himself made this truth of the 
economy of waterwkys even plainer when he 
pointed out, at the deep waterways convention 
held. in Chicago in October, 1908, that in the one 
year of 1907 the Soo Canal caused a saving of 
$338,733,355 in freight rates, these figures being 
obtained from official reports of the year’s traf- 
fic. 

The Business Men’s League might profitably 
use Lecturer Mathews’ map and these confirm- 
ing statistics as the basis of a chart showing 
what could be done with the Mississippi and its 
tributaries along the same, lines of wise em- 
ployment of their -great natural facilities.

The annual cost of maintaining the existing 
roads and thaking them passable in good weather 
is about $2,000,000, This money might as well be 
poured into a sieve, so far as permanent improve- 
ment is concerned.

last Noverfiber is passed the coutities will be free | 
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temiatical}y. The richer agricultural counties are’ 
best able to bear the expense and they will re- 
ceive immediate benefit. Backward or unsettled 
counties will prefer to wait until the need is 
more pressing. On a program thus dictated by 
need and ability to pay there ought to be sub- 
stantial improvement visible within five years, 
and probably the whole State would be furnished 
with the best of highways within 20 years. A 
systematic plan should be formulated and. the

George B. Ellis. Secretary of the State Board of 
Agriculture, estimated in 1907 that the expense, if 
extended over a period of 20 years, would: not 
exceed 71-2 to 10 cents an acre annually, on the 
land taxed for that purpose. Any thinking farm- 
er will perceive that that expense will not only 
not be a burden, but will from the very beginning, 
reduce the cost of transportation of farm products 
from field to market so largely that it will be 
the best investment he can make. .

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3 A TARIFF COMMISSION. 

A non-partisan tariff commission as recom- 
mended by the Indianapolis convention is proba- 
bly the best measure in the present condition of 
the question. Experts specially qualified by 
study and experience can make the necessary in- 
vestigations and reach conclusions more nearly 
just than a committee of Congress composed of 
men who are answerable to the “interests” in 
their districts and exposed -to the solicitations of 
selfish interests everywhere. It goes without 
saying that any measure produced by the Ways 
and Means Committee must be the result of com- 
promise, of log rolling, of give and take by con- 
flicting claimants, each of whom has his own 
business in mind and wants the maximum for 
himself, without much regard to the others or 
to the general welfare. At the hearings of this 
committee all interests are heard but the public 
interest, which, if lucky enough to find an advo- 
cate on the floor of the House, is pretty sure to 
get little attention amid the uproar of partisan 
strife. 

But, though a commission of experts may be 
welcomed, it cannot be allowed that the tariff 
is not a political question. Primarily the tariff 
is a measure of taxation; it is, from the stand- 
point of the public, a means of raising revenue 
and protection is an incident, which unfortu- 
nately has risen to an importance far greater 
than is rightfully its due. 

At the bottom of all political questions lies 
this question of taxation. It is so now and al- 
ways has been. Most revolutions have hinged on 
taxation because taxation involves most of the 
economic, political and social problems which it 
is the task of statesmanship to solve. To say 
that the tariff has no political or social bearings 
is simply to beg the question, and convert the 
law-making power into a commercial asset, to 
be fought for by special interests and captured 
by the strongest; or, as most frequently hap- 
pens, parceled out by compromise among the 
strongest. The fact is that the tariff is really not 
in‘ politics. It is in business, or rather business 
is in the tariff. And.the sooner the question is 
rescued from selfish interests the better it will 
be for the general welfare. 

Having this general welfare in mind, the tariff 
should be placed upon a scientific basis which 
shall do justice to all interests, so that the eco- 
nomic, political and social good of the nation 
as a whole shall be promoted. 
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The Supreme Court of the United States de- 
cided that the United Railways Co. must pay 
that claim for $1,130,000. But the company does 
not pay and is trying to defer payment by all 
sorts of pleas and appeals to other courts. 
Query: Who is in contempt of court? 





“THE LAPSE FROM OLD STANDARDS.” 

A Boston authority repudiates the review of 
conditions in Massachusetts, considered by the 
State Board of Lunacy to account for the in- 
crease of insanity and the overcrowding of Mas- 
sachusetts asylums. In proof that such condi- 
tions are not peculiar to Massachusetts, it quotes 
the report of the New York Commission, which 
declares the increase of insanity in the State 
“appalling.” It is said that “asylums cannot be 
built fast enough” to care for this increase .and 
it is attributed to a “general lapse from old 
standards of morality and responsibility.” 

Such statements in official reports are evi- 
dence of overstrain. If insanity is due to nerve 
fag and brain failure from overstrain, there is a 
serious system of wrong in charging a general 
lapse from old standards of morality among sev- 
eral million people who are not committing mur- 
der and highway robbery, or organizing to mas- 
sacre those in the adjoining community who do 
not accept their control. 

There can be no general lapse in private con- 
duct ‘from old standards of morality, which as 
permanent standards of common sense and de- 
cency save communities as a whole from epi- 
demic diseases of the brain. If the general con- 
duct of any community of a thaysand people in 
the State of New York during the past decade 
is compared with the policies and acts of the 
general Government of the British Empire, of 
the German Empire or of the administration of 
the Federal Government of the United States, it 
will appear that the standard of sanity and 
morality in the average of the community is still 
far above that illustrated in acts, policies and 
morals of government during the same period. 

How far increased insanity among the people 
may be due to the increase of what Cleveland 
called the “pernicious activity’ of those who 
attempt to become a governing class of “super- 
men” in thie country and in the world, experts 
may finally attempt to decide on the evidence.

PISTOL-TOTING.

If Congress should decide to enact legislation re- 
stricting the carrying of firearms in this district, it 
is to be hoped that the law will be effectual. The 
sale of firearms cannot and should not be prohibited 
entirely, nor should those entitled to carry arms be 
burdened by heavy taxation for a license, Local deal- 
ers are permitted to send in arms freely by mail or 
express. One of the bills now in Congress imposes 
a license tax of $25 on local dealers, and requires 
them to keep rigid account of all.arms sold. It also 
imposes a tax of $5 on all persons procuring a li- 
cense to carry arms, and provides a heavy penalty 
for violation of the law.

During the Revolution Washingtor 
sent Hessian soldiers there to be held 
prisoners, 

An hour’s ride east of Charlottes- 
ville is Gordonsville, where Gen. Lee 
had ‘his headquarters before he and 
Gen. Grant fought out the terrible 
Wilderness campaign. 

From Gordonsville to 
almost every foot of the way 
battlefield or a camp. Orange 
occupied first by one army and then 
by another. At Barnett’s Ford, three 
miles from the town, a battle was 
fought. 

Rapidan suggests the retreat from 
Gettysburg. Here Lee made his stand 
and all about this village are scenes 
of hot engagements. 

At Mitchell, the next station east, 
the traveler gets a view of Cedar 
Mountain, where Stonewall Jackson 
attacked Gen. Banks Aug. 9, 1862. 
Fifteen minutes’ ride eastward brings 
the train to Culpepper, where three 
battles were fought during the Civil 
Way, From Culpepper Grant direct- 
ed tne opening of the Wilderness cam- 
paign. 

On the right of the train as it 
speeds eastward is a national ceme- 
tery, where the flag flies above the 
graves of 1400 Federal soldiers. 

Then the train dashes through 
Brandy Station, Remington, Bealeton, 
Calverton, Collett’s, Bristow and 
Manassas, all the scenes of battle. At 
Manassas earthworks thrown up dur- 
ing the second battle of Bull Run are 
still visible. Alexandria, the last sta- 
tion before Washington, is surround- 
ed by ruins of earthworks and old 
roads used during the Civil War to 
protect Washington. 

In the distance at Alexandria the 
pupils will se the quaint tower of 
Christ Church, where Washington

They will go aboard one of 
the ships anchored there and perhaps 
will see the President's yacht, ‘“‘May- 
flower,” and the little tender Yankton, 
which has just completed a voyage 
around the world as a member of the 
great Atlantic fleet. 

Thursday will be devoted to the in- 
guguration. Friday morning the pupils 
will enter a little “Seeing Washington” 
automobile, just big enough to hold 
them all. After a ride around Wash- 
ington for an hour they will go in the 
auto to Arlington Cemetery, where 16,- 
000 soldiers who died in the Civil War 
are buried. 

Circles a Feature, 


In the ride about Washington’ the 


students will see many of the foreign 


embassies, the great avenues radiating 
from the circles which are peculiar to 
Washineton, the scores of little parks 
filled with statues of soldiers and 
statesmen and the homes of many fa- 
mous men. 

The ride to Arlington Cemetery will 
be a treat. The cemetery lies about the 
stately Virginia mansion, once the 
Its great 
white pillars are plainly visible among 
the trees ali the way from Washington. 


The road along which the students. 


will pass leads out past Washington 
and over historic Long 
Bridge, spanning the Potomac River. 

In the cemetery are long rows of lit- 
tle white stones marking the graves of 
soldiers who were buried as they had 
fought in unbroken ranks. 

The afternoon of Friday will be an- 
‘other eventful time. The Post-Dispatch 
travelers will go to Mt. Vernon, the 
home of Washington,-a white Virginia 
mansion nestling among the trees on 


the banks of the peaceful Potomac, 3 


miles south of the Capital. 
To Mount Vernon by Boat. 

The trip will be made by boat, leaving 
Washington at 1:45 p. m. The pupils 
will have time to view the rooms where 
Washington lived and worked—the re- 
ception room, music room, library, din- 
ing room and Mr. Washington’s sitting 
room. They will also visit his tomb and 
look across the reaches of meadow and 
woodland over which Washington used 
to ride his horse while directing the 
men at work on his estate. 

Saturday, the last day's sight-seeing, 


will be the journey to and from it. The 
travelers, like generals in war, will have 
before them as they travel through Vir- 
ginia maps of the historic battlefields 
over which their “Big Four’ train 
passes. These maps were prepared by 
Gen. H. V. Boynton of Washington. 


Leaving St. Louis at noon Monday, 
March 1, the travelers will ride over the 
Big Four through Illinois and Indiana 
until nightfall. Then they will cut 
across the southwestern corner of Ohio, 
reaching Cincinnati at 9:05 p. m. There 
they will cross the Ohio River into Ken- 
tucky and while théy sleep will ride 
along the Chesapeake & Ohio Railroad 
through the mountains of West Virgin- 
ia. 


When they get up in the morning the 
train will be skirting the Greenbrier 
River as it winds among the hills near 
Ronceverte, W. Va. 


From thére eastward the train swings 
around curves and through tunnels past 
Clifton Forge to Staunton, where begius 
the series of battle scenes whose other 
end lies at Washington. 


From Staunton the train speeds across 
the Shenandoah Valley up and down 
which Gens. Sheridan and Stonewall 
Jackson led their cavalry raids, turning 
the beautiful land into a desert wilder- 
ness. 


War Only Memory. 


Now all is peaceful and prosperous. 
For miles the scene is one of rich fields 
and woodland, with frequent well-kept 
white farmhouses. The war is only a 
memory. 


At Waynesboro the train leaves the 
Shenandoah and begins to ascend the 
Blue Ridge Mountains.

An offer of 3 feet of the. Catiin 
tract, paralleling thé north line of For- 
est Park, for a roadway and sidewalks, 
to cost $19,600, is made to the City by 
Wm.

Battlefields Crowd Each Other. 


During the Revolution Washingtor 
sent Hessian soldiers there to be held 
prisoners, 

An hour's ride east of Charlottes- 
ville is Gordonsville, where Gen. Lee 
had ‘his headquarters before he and 
Gen. Grant fought out the terrible 
Wilderness campaign. 

From Gordonsville to Washington 
almost every foot of the way was & 
battlefield or a camp. Orange was 
occupied first by one army and then 
by another. At Barnett’s Ford, three 
miles from ,the town, a battle was 
fought. 

Rapidan suggests the retreat from 
Gettysburg. Here Lee made his stand 
and all about this village are scenes 
of hot engagements. 

At Mitchell, the next station east, 
the traveler gets a view of Cedar 
Mountain, where Stonewall Jackson 
attacked Gen. Banks Aug. 9, 1862. 
Fifteen minutes’ ride eastward brings 
the train to Culpepper, where three 
battles were fought during the Civil 
War, From Culpepper Grant direct- 
ed tne opening of the Wilderness cam- 
paign. 

On the right of the train as it 
speeds eastward is a national ceme- 
tery, where the flag flies above the 
graves of 14060 Federal! soldiers, 

Then the train dashes through 
Brandy Station, Remington, Bealeton, 
Calverton, Collett’'s, Bristow and 
Manassas, all the scenes of battle. At 
Manassas earthworks thrown up dur- 
ing the second battle of Bull Run are 
still visible. Alexandria, the last sta- 
tion before Washington, is surround- 
ed by ruins of earthworks and old 
roads used during the Civil War to 
protect Washington. 

In the distance at Alexandria the 
pupils will se the quaint tower of 
Christ Church, where Washington 
worshiped.

Net Brown Bread Expert. 

“Mrs. Roosevelt and my wife hit it 
off at once,’’ declared a rather incon- 
spicuous personage from the Middle 
West. “D'ye know, the President's 
wife told my wife a lot she didn’t 
know about making brown bread—think 
of that, now.”’ 

“The most unaffected woman in of- 
ficial society,”’ is the verdict generally 
accorded Mrs. Roosevelt in all discus- 
sions of her virtues and “Pure gold, no 
nonsense about her,’’ is a generally €x- 
pressed conviction. 

Just how Mrs. Roosevelt has succeed- 
ed in retaining the good opinion of the 
public and having her own way in all 
things of moment is one of the secrets 
of a happy life Mrs. Roosevelt takes 
with her when she cheerfully withdraws 
from the range of the e“‘spotlight.” It 
is a matter of history that Mrs. Roose- 
velt’s opinions and Mrs. Roosevelt's de- 
sires “‘carried’’nine times out of ten and 
that she engendered no enmity in for- 
warding her purposes is a pronounced 
tribute to her cleverness. 

Somehow or other opposition ‘‘just 
naturally’ melted before the President's 
wife and no analysis of the situation 
helps much in reaching a conclusion as 
to her special method in making persons 
See things her way. She is nof, in ap- 
pearance, at least, a forceful person- 
age; she is not by any means a de- 
monstrative individuai, neither at any 
time has she been accused of using her 
official position gs a “whip’’ to make 
her colleagues stand in line. She is 
utterly devoid of dash, and she makes 
no pretense to being “ultra smart,” nev- 
ertheless Mrs. Roosevelt got on with 
everybody and goes down in history as 
one of the greatest innovators in the so- 
cial record of the White House. 

Her Smile and Voice. 

To the disinterested onlooker Mrs. 
Roosevelt’s most potent weapons are 
her smile and her voice. She has the 
most spontaneous smile imaginable and 
it overpsreads her face like a burst of 
sunshine. As for her voice it is soft 
and musical, it has timbre and back of 
it is a transparent sincerity. Moreover, 
Mrs. Roosevelt has the _ tremendous 
charm that none but a contented and 
perfectly happy woman ever attaius. 
She never does anything for effect, and 
no matter where she may be, she al- 
ways has the air of being thoroughly in 
touch with the situation. 

When new babies made their appear- 
ance in the households of her associates 
the first caller permitted in the new 
arrival’s private quarters was the wife 
of the President. Invariably some lit- 
tle handmade _ token registered Mrs. 
Roosevelt’s human and motherly inter- 
est in the new-comer. 

When a wedding 
Roosevelt's interest in the gifts, the 
trousseau and the ceremony was pro- 
nounced enough to give the bride an 
additional thrill of importance. To evi- 
dence herinterest in the charitable proj- 
ects which her position as ‘‘first lady” 
rendered it impossible for her to for- 
ward by her personal appearance, came 
great boxes of flowers from the White 
Huuse conservatories, accompanied by 
personal notes from the mistress of the 
White House. 


Big Red Foses for All, 
When the annual ball of the Southern 


Society held the boards, Mrs. Roose- 
velt’s ‘“‘compliments’’ and a great, red 
rose for each member of the entertain- 
ment. committee gave'"everybody the 
sense of the good will and good wishes 
of the President's wife. 

When death entered a household Mrs. 
Roosevelt’s personal word of condolence 
was among the first offered to the 
stricken family. 

When good fortune attended the path- 
way, or some sudden burst of fame 
heralded somebody’s success, Mrs. 
Roosevelt's congratulations 
simultaneously with the new honors. 
When the newly arrived diplomats with 
young daughters reached the city the 
social pathway was smoothed for the 
young girls by White ’House cards of 
invitation to the jolly things arranged 
for the debutante daughter of the Presi- 
dent. 


In the eight. years tenancy of the 
home of the Presidents Mrs. Roosevelt 
“made over" the White House social 
program; she gave persona! attention 
to the remodeling of the White House;

All the pomp and panoply of war, all 
the grimness of frowning Fortress Mon- 
roe, all the rigidity of discipline, ali the 
sternness of responsibility and devotion 
to duty are brushed aside by the expec- 
tations, the joyousness, the exhilaration 
of the army of women essembled around 
Hampton Roads to welcome officers and 
men of the fleet. They are swarming 
into the hotels of Norfolk, of Old Point 
Comfort, of all the resorts around the 
roadstead. The interior of Fortress 
Monroe resembies a meeting round of 
the Federation of .Women’s Clubs. 

There are different classes of these 
navy women. There is the dashing 
young woman who follows. the fleet 
wherever it goes. Usually she is the 
wife of some lieutenant, and possessed 
of fortune sufficient to travel. She 
talks glibly of San Francisco. of Mel- 
bourne, of Manila and Yokohama and 
Gibraltar. She tells with elation of haw 
she followed the battleships all the Way 
around the world. 

The Loyal Stay-at-Homes. 

But by far the largest part of the 
welcomers are the loyal, stay-at-home 
wives and daughters, who can hardly 
wait for the first big battleship to poke 
her nose inside the Virginia capes Mon- 
day morning. They have peculiar faces, 
the half-widowed navy wives. In their 
eyes you can detect always that furtive 
look of. fear, of uncertainty, of long 
midnight hours of watching and of un- 
rewarded waiting. It tells peculiarly in 
the lines of the patience and resigna- 
tion. 

The average sailor's wife has not 
come to Hampton Roads. The ex- 
pense of the journey prohibits. But 
mothers and fathers are here. You 
should hear them talk about their 
sons, and exhibit post cards and lit- 
tle mementoes from far .§ foreign 
parts. They talk about Jack’s let- 
ters and his scores at target practice 
and how he has won prizes and fro- 
motions. 

Every Window Flies a Flag. 

The Stars@and_ Stripes fly from 
every window. . The city looks like 
a sea of bunting. Entertainments by 
the score have been arranged for the 
officers. 

The last of the welcoming squad 
of warships weighed anchor ‘last 
night and steamed eastward to meet 
the fleet. They were the armored 
cruisers North Carolina and §Mon- 
tana. 

There arrived tonight at Old Point 
Comfort one woman to whom tne home- 
cqaming of the fleet brings tragedy: It 
was Mrs. Qualtrough, wife of the dis- 
graced Captain of the Georgia, who 
was relieved of his command and pun- 
ished by courtmartial at Gibraltar for 
intoxication, Around her gathered a 
number of sympathetic navy wives. 
Mrs. Qualtrough accompanied the fleet 
around the world, omitting only the trip 
to Australia: She had been, with her 
husband while twe ships wére in the 
Mediterranean just before his fall.

DAYS AT SOLITAIRE 
AVOIDING POLIC 


- 


Shoots Two Women, Supposes 
He Is Murderer and Goes 
Into Hiding. 








“CANFIELD” HIS SOLACE 





Tires of His Retirement, Sends 
for Friend and Almost 
Welcomes Capture. 





Playing solitaire for 51 days in two 
Small rooms overlooking an alley is 
all that kept William Eickelman sane, 
according to his story to the police of 
the North Market Street Station yes- 
terday, 

On New Year’s day, Fickelman shot 
Miss Daisy Deibel and Mfs. Jane 
Rogers, the latter 70 years old, in the 
home of Mrs. Kate O’Day, 811 Buchan - 
an street. 

He escaped from the police imme- 
diately aftet the shooting and sup- 
posed that he was a murderer. With 
this idea in mind he went into hiding 
in two rooms overlooking an alley 11 
blocks from the neighborhood where 
he was born and raised, expecting 
that every moment somebody would 
find him and deliver him over to the 
police. : 

Solitaire was his only solace of re. 
lief. He played “Canfield,” in which 
game the player imagines that he 
pays $52 for the pack—a dollar a cara 
—and for every ‘‘out” the house pays 
him $5, so that it is possible for a 
dreamer to have happiness over -his 
imaginative winnings or sorrow over 
his losings, 

But the solitaire wore on Eickel- 
man’s nerves and he had to communi- 
cate with somebody. 

That led to his downfal! 
capture by the police. 

Went Into Hiding. 

On the night of the shooting Eickle- 
mann determined to go into hiding not 
far from his home, 2242 North Broad- 
way, where he and his brother conduct- 
ed a teaming and moving business. A 
few days later, following the shooting, 
he went to the neighborhood of Thir- 
teenth street and Cass avenue and in 
a back yard found a house suffictently 
secluded for his purpose. He rented 
two rooms with two doors, one leading 
into the alley and anether into the yard 
back of 1436 North Thirteenth street. 

He bought’ some second-hand furni- 
ture of H. Loehner across the street 
and had it moved right in. He boutht 
a supply Qf coal and oil and some pro- 
visions, then locked himself into his 
prison, first taking the precaution to 
place Yale locks on both dedrs so that’ 
noone could open them .on him un- 
awares. 

His self-chosen prison was within 
eleven blocks of his home, and yet no 
one recoghized him. 

The people who lived in the yard in 
which his rooms,were worfdered at him 
for they neyer saw him zo in or come 
out of his house, and they told other 
people about it $0 that the occupant of 
the rear of 1436 became a man of mys- 
tery. ; 

The only times he left the house was 
at night when the loneliness of his self- 
imprisonment became intolerable. Then 
he would Tet himself out into the alley 
late at night and go to a saloon on the 
corner of Cass av enue, only a few steps 
from ‘this door, and get a drink and 
sneak back, having seen the faces of 
men once more and heard them talk. 
But he never talked to them. He was 
afraid of being betrayed. 

For many days he believed himself to 
De a murderer, for he did not know that 
Mrs. Rogers and Miss Deibel had re- 
covered of their wounds, which were 
thought gt first to be mortal) &li the 
time playing solitaire. 

It was this suspente thet.led him at 
last to communicate with a trusted 
friend, Ed Hinnock. Rut he qid not do 
this with any directness. He wrote a. 
postal card to Hinnock asking him if 
he knew the whereabouts of . William 
Eickelmann, and !f he did to commun!- 
cate with a friend who would like to do 
something for him. 

Itinnock thought it was a trap and did 
not answer. Then Eickelmann wrote 
another postal and asked Hinnock to 
be at a certain corner at night and he 
would see someone who would ‘give him 
some good news. Hinnock declined to 
fall for this, also again fearing a trap. 

E'vkeimann then wrote another, in 
which he used a phrase that -Hinnock 
would know, telling him to come to his 
door in the alley on a certain night. 
Himmock went and the pals met. 

Learned Victims «Were Alive. 

Then Bickelmann learned that the 
woman he had shot was not dead 
While this was a great relief, still he

MOVE BY TRUST 
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Announcement of Sale ir.Open 
Market Creates Sensation 
in New York. 


PRICES FORCED DOWN 











12,000 Shares Changé Hands 
From 47% to 475%— 
46 Low Price.

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Feb. 20.—The stock mar- 


ket was completely demoralized today 
as a result of the heavy selling of Stee! 
stock following the announcement of 
an open market for steel. It has be- 
come geverally known in Wall strect 
that the United States Steel earnings for 
February will prove to be the poorest 
of any month since the depression of 
1908 and 1904, when the Steel corpora- 
tion was forced to suspend dividends on 
the common stock. 

Men who do big things in the business 
world declared, on the other hand, that 
the reductions in the prices of steel 
mean a real return of prosperity. Pres- 
ident W. C. Brown-of the New York 
Central said the good results that will 
follow Will be too numerous for compu- 
tation. 

President Paul Starrett of the George 
A. Fuller Construction Co.\ and Presi- 
dent Robert E. Dowling of the City 
Investing Co. were equally as hopeful. 
But none of them believed there would 
be a steel war. They declared that the 
return of building activity would soon 
make the demand greater than the sup- 
ply, and that all of the steel mills would 
receive more orders than they could fill. 

Big Thing for Business. . 

“YT regard the cutting of the prices of 
steel as one of the highest importance 
to the business men of the entire coun- 
try,” said President Brown. 

“This return has been slow enough, 
but witbin the last few months it has 
been marked, and the reduction in sieel 
prices ought to hasten it and nelp busi- 
ness of all kinds. Our reports for the 
month of January, 1909, show that the 
entire INew York Central system han- 
died 123,200 miore loaded cars than in the 
corresponding month of 1908. For the 
first 10 days in February I find that an 
increase of 122,940 loaded cars over the 
corresponding ten days of a year ago is 
shown. This means that the gain for 
the month will be about 300,000. 

‘Now, when the builders and other 
users of steel and iron begin to place 
their ord@rs under the new prices, ore 
and coal will begin to move. More men 
will be put to work and more supplies 
will be needed. The demand in other 
lines consequent on this resumption will 
put still more men to work, and the 


whole business situation will be helped | 


in more ways than I could undertake 
to enumerate.”’ 
Big Centracts All In. 

President Starrett of the George A. 
Suller Construction Co., said: 

“The great construction concerns of 
the country have about finished plac- 
ing their orders for the year” They will 
not reap any of the immediate benefits. 
The profits will go either to the yarious 
contractors who are to furnish this 
steel or to the Steel Corporatich itself. 
Business ought to pick up immediately, 
and I believe it will. When the capa- 
cities of the several big steel concerns 
begin to be tested, when the orders far 
exceed the supply on hand or immedi- 
did visible, the price of steel -will go 


Bhuthern Pacific, Erie, Chicago Great 
Western and many other propérties 
which will sell a large amount of securi- 
ties this: spring will spend enormous 
sums in reconstruction, and a large part 
of: their expenditures will be devoted 
to the purchase of steel rails.

Miss Boyce is the daughter of Joseph 

Buoyce’of 5802 Bartmer avenue. Her ap- 
peal for ald came not as the result of 
necessity, but because Miss Boyce has 
the independent idea that any woman 
who takes up a profession contrary to 
the advice of relatives and friends 
should make it pay its way. 

“When a woman makes the stage her 
profession,’’ she said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter yesterday, “‘the only way she 
can prove to those who take a practical 
view of things that her choice is a good 
one is by making her profession a self- 
sustaining one.’’

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Justices Sometimes Used as 
Collectors of Unlawful 
Debts for Lenders. 


CONSTABLES AREUNFAIR 
Often Fail to Serve Papers 
Until They Have Been 
Tipped. 








Lawyers are rallying to ,the support 
of the new Municipal Court bill for St. 
Louis introduced in the Legislature at 
the instance of the St. Louis Bar Asso- 


eiation, with many tales of the evils of | 


the present system of minor courts in 
St. Louis, and of abuses practiced by 
s0me justices of the peace and consta- 
bles in addition to the evils of the sys- 
tem. a 

,It is agreed among lawyers, that one 
of the greatest evils of the Justice of 
the Peace Court system is the fact that 
justices,‘ as agents for money lenders 
in some instances practically forcing 
the payment of debts with usurious in- 
terest without even the formality of a 
trial. 

Under thelaw justices of the peace are 
permitted to accept for collection ac- 
counts placed in their hands. It has 
been the common @ractice in some 
courts in St. Louis to send the debtor 
a notice which giwes the impression 
that a judgment has been rendered 
against him, with instructions to pay 
immediately. This practice often fright- 
@ns persons into paying unjust claims. 

Money Lender Alarmed Woman. 

One attorney relates an instance in 


. which his client was sued on a note for 
, $450. 


She had borrowed $250, and the 
money lender demanded a chattel mort- 
gage for $450 to secure the debt. Al- 
though she paid some of the debt he 


_ threatened to remove all her furniture 


to satisfy the balance. 

She consulted an attorney, who told 
her the mortgage was not good, and 
the money lender could not foreclose 


‘under it. He telephoned the money lend- 


er offering to pay him the difference 
Between $250 and what she had already 
paid. The money lender refused, and, 
defore the woman reached her home 
that day, constables had removed al! 
the furniture, leaving her sick husband 
and two children lying on the floor. 

' Whe attorney said he knew the justice 
before whom the suit was filed was 
merely an agent for the money lender. 
He took a change of venue. The case 
went to another Justice who was known 
as a collector for money lenders. The 
attorney then had the ‘woman file a 
suit in bankruptcy. He was thus able 
to get possession of the furniture and 
&frange a just settlement. 

Justice Was Disappointed, 

When he served the bankruptcy pa- 
pers on the justice, the latter remarked: 

“Well, what do you think of that? I 
‘knew that old woman would do some- 
‘thing like that to beat us out of our 
money.”’ 

The attorney cited this as an instance 
of supposedly unbiased justice. 

Another evil pointed out by attorneys 
is the present system of obtaining 
juries in justice courts. The juries are 
@rawn by the contables, who, attor- 
neys say, in some courts always choose 
juries of saloon idlers and political 
henohmen. 

One’ attorney read over the names of 
the men summoned for a jury in a re- 
cent case in a Justice of the Peace 
Court, and not one of the jurors had 
employment and practically every man 
Bummoned admitted he had _ served 
ou juries in the same court with- 
in a few weeks, showing they were-reg- 
ular jurors for that particular con- 
stable. 

Easy to Delay Trials. 

A designing lawyer can without dif- 
ficulty prevent the trial of a case in a 
Justice Court. Under the present sys- 
tem, if a suit is filed and a change of 
venue taken, there must be new service 
On the defendant by the second court. 

A @efendant may take a change of 
yenue and knosving the constables are 
looking for him, may evade service for 
weeks. Such a case was cited by an 
attorney as having occurred recently in 
@® change of venue from Justice Miles‘ 
court to Justice Spaulding’s court. 

The justice was in no way to blame 
in this instance, the system permitting 
the practice edopted by the lawyer for 
the defense. 

Lawyers also say that it is almost im- 
possible to obtain service of writs by 
@ome constaoles uriless they are tipped.

Jurist Drafts Bill Providing for 
Increase of Salary From $5500 


to $7500 in St. Louis. 

Judge Sale {fs of the opinion that 
judges of the St. Louis Circuit Court 
do not get enough salary, and he has 
formulated a bill to be submitted to the 
Legislature proviging for an increase 
in the salary from $5500 to $7500 annual- 
ly. He has sent a draft of the bill to 
State Senator Humphrey at Jefferson 


City. 
In a letter explaining his views on 


the ‘subject Judge Sale says: ‘‘When 
I took my seat on the bench I had 
managed to save a few thousand dol- 
lars, most of which I have consumed 
since being on the bench. I state as a 
fact that no man can occupy the posi- 
tion of Circuit Judge of St. Louis, live 
as his position demands he should live, 
do his share of the charity done in the 
community, clothe himself and his fam- 
ily decently, indulge in no extravagances 
—no horses, carriages, automobiles—and 
save one penny out of his salary and 
be at the,same time an honest man.”’ 

The St. Louis jurist declared he sac- 
rificed a practice worth $10,000 a year 
for the ‘honor oi being judge. He points 
out.that judges in Chicago and other 
big cities get $10,000 a year, but their 
work is no heavier than that of. St. 
Louis judges.

HUNAN MAGPIE USED HIS 
STOMACH AS STO

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OTTAWA, Ontario, Feb. 20.—As show- 
ing the ability of the extraordinary ca- 
pacity to which the human stomach 
can be made the receptacle of articles 


not in the ordinary food list, the report 
made at the annual meeting by Dr. 
Burgess, medical superintendent of the 
Protestant Hospital .for the Insane, 
Montreal, reveals a most remarkable 
case that recently came under his care. 
It is probably without parallel in the 
record of any human ostrich. 

This patient, who had been an inmate 
for the past nine years, was so secre- 
tive about his abnormal taste, that it 
was entirely unusupected by his attend- 
ants. The articles that he added to his 
ordinary menu at the hospital were al- 
ways secretly picked up and swallowed. 
His ability to swallow, if not to digest, 
unheard of articles of diet, was discov- 
ered only as the result of an illness that 
necessitated an operation for gastron- 
omy. . 

An abscess had formed in the stomach 
and it drew attention to. the cause of 
his itiness. 

Incredible ag it may seem, neverthe- 
less Dr. Burgess reports that when 
the operation was performed the fol- 
lowing articles were taken from the 
stomach of the patient:

NOTHER baseball season is on. James McAleer, leader of the St. Louls 

Browns, will start one squad of his players in active training tomorrow. 

Ten of the veteran members of the team are expected

mer that he never began a season with as good prospects. 


One rather surprising bit of informa- 
tion was handed out by Manager James 
yesterday. There have been few of tlie 
baseball fans here who have thought 
well of Emmett Heidrick as a proba- 
ble help to the Browns of 1909. Conse- 
quently it was surprising when McAleer 
announced that he wanted Heidrick and 
wanted him badly and that he believed 
he could get him in condition for the 
coming season. Then he added this em- 
phatic statement: 

“Tf Heidrick gets back in condition, 
he will be the best outfielder in the 
American League, and I haven't forgot- 
ten Ty Cobb and Sam Crawford when I 
gay that. There never was any one 
who could run the bases like that fel- 
low. He had them all beaten on ‘the 
slide. He could hit any kind of pitch- 
ine and he knew how to play the out- 
field. Best of all, he’s a scrapper. ile 
has an argument to make to every one.

Neither did he have the faculty of 
foreseeing a hit-and-run play and time 
after time the batter would clout. the 
ball through shortstop or second base, 
as one or the other of those players 
respectively ran te cover second base. 
The catcher must be sharp enough to 
forsee or even guess when such a play 
is planned and signal for a wide ball, 
one the batter can not hit, then he 
can probably catch the base runner. 

Criger’s great success in catching is 
in working out these details of his posi- 
tion. He is continually fagging the bat- 
ter and the umpire and he always has 
the pitcher going at top speed. He is a 
good guesser and mixes the batter up so 
much of the time that he doesn’t have 
any idea he can hit the ball. 

With Wallace, Ferris, Willlams and 
Tom Jones on the infield, McAleer feels 
absolutely safe. There’s not another in- 
field in the league so strong, so why 
should he give it a second thought. The 
report that Jimmy Williams was suffer- 
ing from rheumatism and had gone to 
Hot Springs for that reason was wrong. 
Williams, it was afterwards learned, 
has not had a tduch of rheumatism 
since last fall when he had to leave the 
game for a few days. He simply wanted 
to go to Hot Springs because he pre- 
ferred the baths and water there in 
preference to those at French Lick 
Springs, and McAleer granted his re-

“In this country it is Indeed an un- 
usual occurrence for a high-class wrest- 
ler to be injured, let alone killed,”’ said 
Pierri. “In BulgafMia and Turkey it is 
nothing remarkable for a man to die 
from the result of injuries received in 
a match: Mahmout has killed his man. 





That is, he did not kill his opponent out- 
right, but the grappler was so badly 


hurt he died in two hours from the ef- 
fects of the gruelling contest.” 

Mahmout has beaten Charley Olsen, 
Fred Beell, Americus, Tom Jenkins and 
practically every wrestler of mote in this 
country. He has never used rough tac- 
tice. In fact, he seems as docile as & 
lamb even in a match. In almost every 
city where he bas wrestled since coming 
to this country, about three months ago, 
he has always put up a clean exhibition, 
no matter if his opponent did try unfair 
tactics on him. 

Pierri is a Bulgarian: He declares 
that there are few men indeed in this 
country who know the style of wrestling 
under which the Turks and Bulgarians 
compete.

CITIES GIVEN RIGHT TO CENSOR 
PICTURES IN NICKELODEONS 


Illinois Supreme Court Defines the 
Law in Suit Taken Up by 
Chicago Man. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Feb. 2.—In up- 
the city’s power to regulate 
the moving picture business and to 
censor the subjects exhibited, the [lli- 
nois Supreme Court took occasion to 
broadly define what are immoral and 
unclean pictures. Views of the life and 
career of the James Boys and the Night 
Riders, says the Court, are immoral and 
unclean, because they portray crime, 
and pictures of the Night Riders can 
represent nothing but malicious mis- 
chief, arson and murder. 

The decision giving the city of Chi- 
cago, its police and its mayor, full 
and complete power to inspect pictures 
and prohibit the exhibition of these 
considered indecent, immoral or ob- 
scene was handed down in the case of 
Jake Block and others against the ‘sity 
of Chicago. They held that their con- 
stitutional rights were being assailed 
by such interference and that it would 
cost them heavily to submit to inspec- 
tion. 

The Court holds that the exhibition 
or possession of obscene pictures is un- 
lawful. They also held that stationary 
pictures and stage presentations of the 
same scenes were to be found in Chi- 
cago. The Court decides that because 
one person does wrong does not excuse 
another.

Thomson is a political 
protege of ‘“‘Hank”’ Weeke of the Seven- 
teenth Ward. Weeke declares’. that 
Thomson has as much right to be nomi- 
nated for City Register as Koeln has 
for Collector. 

As a member of the City Council 
Thomson was closely identified with 
George C. Linde, who resigned after 
being indicted and fined for taking city 
contracts in violation of his oath of of- 
fice. Thomson was a member of the 
Council committee that awarded the 
contracts that involved Linde in trou- 
ble with the prosecution authorities. 

Ex-Senator Peter Anderson of the 
First Ward, who is the political spensor 
of F. W. Priesmeyer, is slated for nom- 
ination for Inspector of Weights and 
Measures. Anderson was identified with 
the Koeln faction two years ago and 
fought Howe bitterly. He was respon- 
sible for the renomination of Priesmey- 
er, who was slated for retirement if 
Howe's plan had been successful. 

Koeln and Anderson are both members 
of the Republican City Committee, which 
assumes responsibility for parceling out 
the jobs. Many of the members of the 
city Committee which presumes to nom- 
inate candidates for the Republican 
party, have been given jobs by Howe. 
It has been the rule of the committee 
that the choicest jobs were to be given 
tv its members before the outsiders 
were taken care of. 

Chairman Howe insists that. he is 
working out the best ticket possible un- 
der the circumstances. .The members of 
the City Committee have agreed that 
only men of standing and repute shall 
be nominated for the House of Dele- 
gates. 

Many Republican politicians admit 
that the ticket proposed will be vul- 
nerable and will have a desperate fight 
for success if the Democrats had a 
strong ticket in the field.

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HUSSEY AND 7 COMRADES NOT

Now is the time for all good men to 
come to the aid of thelr party. But 
Delegaté Frank Hussey and seven other 
Democratic members of the House are 
not convinced that it is the time for 
them to aid their party by staying off 
the ticket. 

City Chairman Ward and Edward F.

Brennan, ‘‘Pokey’’ Brennan, Connell, 
O’Brien, Tobin and Wiedmer informed 
Ward and Goltra, after listening to their 
plea, that, until the primaries, there 
was “nothing doing’ eas to thelr with- 
drawal. 

If they should be nominated, they 
said, they will meet the day after the 
primaries and talk over the matter of 
withdrawing then. 

Ward and Goltra were not greatly re- 
assured by this promise. They did not 
see any reason to believe that the wa- 
termelon .of office would look any more 
like a lemon to the “‘boys’’ of the House 
after renomination has placed them a 
step nearer to it than it does at the 
present distance.

But they had no way of making the 
eight follow their suggestion, and they 
had to be content with the promise that 
the delegates would ‘“‘see about it’’ later.

Two of the Mayor’s closest 
friends—Hdward F. Goltra and Saun- 
ders Norvell—express the belief that 
only his nomination by both the Repub- 
licans and Democrats could induce him 
to become a candidate again. 

Mr. Goltra, however, says that Mayor 
Wells could not be persuaded to con- 
sider a renomination under ordinary cir- 
cumstances. 

“He will not permit his name to be 
suggested. That’s all there is to it,” 











said Mr. Goltra to a Post-Dispatch re- 


perter yesterday. 

Notwithstanding the positive state- 
ments of Mayor Wells that he has “had 
enough,” many Democratic leaders, 
politicians and private citizens contin- 
ue to regard him as the strongest man 
his party could choose as the head of 
its ticket. Even by Democratic com- 
mitteemen who fought him four years 
ago, Wells is mentioned as ‘‘a winner.”’ 
These committeemen have not grown 
any fonder of Wells, but are eager to 
have him run simply because they think 
he could bring‘ victory for the whole 
ticket to be submitted to the voters 
Aaril 6. 

Old Opponents for Wells. 

Chairman Ward of the Democratic 
City Central Committee, Andrew Sheri- 
dan of the First Ward, Henry Menne of 
the Twelfth Ward, W. J. Flynn of the 
Thirteenth Ward, Andrew Powers of 
the Fourteenth Ward, ‘“‘Mike’ Mulvi- 
hill of the Twenty-first Ward, Clint 
Boogher of «the Twenty-fifth Ward, 
Phil Dwyer of the Twenty-sixthe Ward, 
and Eddie Farrell of the Twenty-eighth 
Ward, have expressed a preference for 
Mayor Wells as their party’s selection. 

Senator Tom Kinney and others in- 
fluential in the councils and leader- 
ship of the party have declared that 
Wells would make the best race. ‘Jim- 
my’’ Miles is said to have admitted to 
friends that Wells might prove as hard 
to defeat as he was four years ago 
when the boss of the Third Ward was 
openly hostile. 

The view that Wells would be -weak 
to the extent of the enemies he has 
made, especially in the last two years 
of his present administration, is voiced 
by Councilman A. J. Fitzsimmons. 

Councilman Fitzsimmons says that 
Wells has been “hammered so hard” 
and has been at such a great disad- 
vantage because of the popular impres- 
sion that he has opposed the Free 
Bridge that it would be a msitake to 
risk nominating him. 

Mayor Wells himself seems to un- 
derstand his unpopularity among the 
masses. In a recent interview he said 
to a’ reporter for the Post-Dispatch: 

“I am growing stale. Some people 
think it was a mistake to elect me.” 

Hawes Is Out of Town. 

Missing from any effort to bring about 
the selection of Wells at the Demo- 
cratic Convention, March 2, would be 
Harry B. Hawes, who takes credit for 
having elected Wells four years ago and 
eight years ago. 

Hawes is in the South and wil! not 
return to St. Louis until the Democrats 
have named their candidates. He haa 
taken no hand in the preparations for 
the primaries, and has let it be under- 


campaign. Many Democrats believe that 
tho party will feel the loss of Hawes’ 
leadership and genius for organization.

zollern dynasty might be disastrous.

Bebel Old and Feeble. 
Much of the present decadence is 
ascribed to the fact that August Bebel 
is now’ an old and tncreasingty feeble 
man.

PARIS, Feb. 10—In the belief of his 
teacher, who is one of the four great 
masters of singing in Paris, a new Ca- 
ruso has been found.

The young tenor 1dks like Caruso 
and, still more strangely, there is a 
resemblance in name, for the boy’s 
surname is Carasa—Federico Carasa.

Promise to Queen Keeps King 
From Attempting Aero- 
plane Flight. 





PAU, France, Feb. 20.—King Alfonso 
of Spain, who arrived here from San 
Sebastian last night, today witnessed 
two successful aeroplane flights by the 
Wright Brothers’ aeroplane, after which 
he entertained Wilbur and Orville 
Wright, Hart O. Berg, thelr Buropean 
business manager, and the: Mayor of 
Pay at luncheon. i 

It had been generally supposed that 
His Majesty would take advantage of 
this opportunity to be the first sov- 
ereign to make a trip in an aeroplane, 
but the King promised Queen Victoria 
not to go aloft under any circumstances 
and he kept his pledge. 

Great Crowd Greets the King, 

An immense crowd had gathered in 
the field by 9:15 a. m., when His Maj- 
esty arrived. 

The weather was ideal and there was 
no trace of wind. The aeroplane was 
already in position, and at 9:30 Wilbur 
Wright mounted it and was off. 

He made a splendid flight of 2 min- 
utes. He circled in a figure eight with- 
in a‘ short radius, then flew high im 
the air, only to come down and skim 
over the grandstand. Finally the ma- 
chine took the direction of the race 
course and was lost sight of. Fourteen 
minutes later it reappeared, coming 
from the opposite direction. 

During the flight the King remarked 
that he did not think aeroplane flying 
was as dangerous as automobiling, and 
several times he repeated that he could 
hardly restrain himself from making an 
ascension. 

King Congratulates Him. 

When the machine had come to earth 
King Alfonso congratulated Mr. Wright 
heartily, and upon the invitation of the 
American he occupied the passenger's 
seat while the inventor explained in de- 
tail the movements and the working of 
the levers and the operation of the 
wings. 

The King then suggested a flight with 
a passenger and, Wilbur Wright took ur 
Count de Lambert for 13 minutes, leav- 
ing the entire direction of the machine 
to the passenger.

Crop Healthy and Receipts Larger

Although the local wheat market dis- 
played no particular activity or breadth 
last week, fact, during most of the 
time presented a dull and uninteresting 
appearance, prices continued to range 
al about the highest levels of the crop 
season. Little interest attached itself 
to thé movemesgt of prices to these lev- 
ejs, there having been- no excited flur+ 
ries or evén an unsettled state of af- 
fairs in the pit. It was simply a grad- 
ual, uninterrupted advance resulting 
partly from the big bull campaign hav- 
ing the center of its location at Chica- 
go, and the scarcity and. dearness of 
cash wheat. During the past week the 
confidence of the bulls, while fot ma- 
terially lessened, did not take an active 
form, the big longs contenting them- 
selves with a sufficient- withholding of 
offerings to maintain something like a 
steady tone. There was consideraDle 
long profit-taking and occasional ag- 
gressiveness among the bears which 
produced a gradual recession from high 
points in all options except May, the lat- 
ter, as -well as cash wheat, still ruling 
quite strong. Prices, after a very dull 
week, closed \%c to %c net lower on de- 
ferred options, but 1%@%c higher on 
My 

Good Snow Covering. 

¢ Regarding the spéeculative situation 
and the trend of news factors there 
Were practically no changes. The gen- 
eral and heavy fall of snow has again 
furnished the crop with an ample’ pro- 
tecting blanket and though accompanied 
by sleet and ice in some sections, is be- 
lieved to have rendered the growing 
winter plant impervious to possible cold 
weather. Present © climatic cenditions 
are very favorable for the crop, how- 
ever, the mild temperatures in the mid- 
dle and latter parts of the week having 
caused somewhat of a thaw and fur- 
nished beneficial moisture. As far as 
can be learned, the crop is thought to 
be in a healthy condition and to prom- 
ise a good yield if present indications 
materialize. 

Although the weather tends to re- 
strict the movement, the price of cash 
wheat has risen to Jevels high enough 
to tempt the farmers and country offer- 
ings became quite liberal. Recetpts both 
at the terminals of the Northwest and 
at winter wheat primaries wre consid- 
erably in excess of last year’s but cash 
wheat was so readily absorbed by mill- 
ers and elevator interests, with ship- 
ments to the East, where a good in- 
quiry exists, rather free, that domestic 
supplies continue to decrease at a fair- 
ly rapid rate. Excépt for steady sales 
from Winnipeg and our Northwest, 
there was little activity in the export 
business, but under the stimulus of an 
improved volume of trade, the flour out- 
put showed a good increase. Supplies 
in Europe and those on ocean passage 
again made very liberal increases and 
world’s shipments were. heavy. Crop 
conditions abroad were generally favor- 
able with the exception of Argentine, 
from which country very serfous dam- 
age reports emanated. A generally firm 
tone prevailed in foreign markets, 

Tones of Futures Nervous, 

May option continued to rule con- 
gested and firm, but the other options 
were gradually depressed. About 
the only life the market showed 
was on the last day of the week, when 
prices moved in a rapid and nervous 
manner. While the market was unset- 
tled, however, prices did not get far 
away from the levels prevafling during 
most of the week.

Weighted down with chains like a baf- 
fled Houdini, C. I. Mead, accused of 
the murder of A. J. Porter in Scott 
County, Va., passed through Union Sta- 
tion last night, in custody of T. H. 
Porter, son of the murdered man. He 
was taken to Gates City, Va., from 


Casper, Wyo., where he was arrested. 

All the long way from Wyoming, Mead 
had worn a heavy chajn around his 
waist, shackles on his ankles, handcuffs 
on his wrists and a chain around his 
neck, connected with that at his waist. 
Burdened and clogged as he was, hé 
could not have run the length of the 
Union Station Midway. 

But Porter and C. C. Bradwater, the 
Virginia Sheriff who was his ¢ompan- 
ion, never loosened their grip on the 
prisoner, and when the three sat down 
to eat in the station restaurant, they re- 
fused to permit him to have so much as 
one hand free, and fed him sandwiches 
and coffee with their own hands. 

Porter, who regarded hirtsclf as in 
chief charge of the captive, never let 
go the chain, two yards lohg, which led 
from Mead's waist to Porter's hand. 

Mead a Desperate Man. 

“Fie’s a desperate character,”’ 
Porter, who wore a widé-brimmed hat, 
high boots and a ned necktie. And the 
long-haired Sheriff at ne side no@dcd 
solemn assent. 

To all who would listen, the two -told 
in the station waiting room how Mead 
was wanted in Virginia,*not only for 
murder butafor burglary and desertion 
from the army. 

“He shot my father to rob him of 
less than §$20,"" declaréd Porter, 
eyes flashing hate at the maracied 
man. Mead “kept silent. “He hasr’i 
said a word, only to ask for food, since 
we left Wyoming.” remarked 
Sheriff. 

Rewerrd of $500 Waa Offered, 

The murder of A. J. Porter was com- 
mitted in November, 1996. A $6500 re- 
ward was offered for the capture of 
the murderer, and circulars were sent 
out describing Mead as a suspect. One 
of these circulars resulted in his ar- 
rest in Wyoming,,where he was working 
on a ranch. 

When Sheriff Bradwatér was netl- 
fled of the capture, Porter asked to 
be permitted to accompany him as a 
special] deputy. The Sheriff granted the 
request, and has permitted Porter to 
have chief care of the prisoner.

Ags soon as winter lifts his snow 
off the wheat fields and spring makes 
tents a littl: more tenable, all the 
Lorse dnd ox teams in the district 
will be in Ulysses moving the build- 
ings three miles away from the torth 
fork of the wimmaron River, where 
the town has stood for 30 years. The 
new townsite bas been bought and 


paid for. 


It has been graded, public wells” 


have been dug and Ulysses hopes to 
come into ‘ts own on the new quarter 
section. Then ihe holders of the 
$100,000 in bonds can have the old 
townsite, the school district and all 
there is in it, if they like. 

The boom days of Ulysses. were in 
the time of the old Kansas county 
seat wars when that town, Cincin- 
nati and Surprise, Kan., struggled 
for supremacy.

The property of the citizen never is liable for the debts of the 
incorporated municipality.

Perhaps the Most painful of these 
treatments is that, of removing the 
whole sxin of the face by means of 
a blistering lotion—a desperately 
long and tedious process—and then 
cultivating a new skin. Anything 
from $250 to $500 will be charged 
for this operation, and the wom- 
an who agrees to the treatment 
must be prepared to suffer ag- 
ony for many months. There are 
many brazen quacks who claim to be 
able to provide new complexions and 
wipe the impress of 20 years off a 
woman's face. They usually fail, and 
often make a woman's complexion 
worse than it was before.

HOLE territories of fertile 
; lands at 50 -cents an acre, 
armies of laborers at 25 cents 
each per day, and no necessity for 
irrigation even in regions parched for 
months in the. year by equatorial 
winds—these constitute the Promised 
Land of farmers into which Senor 
Zeferino Dominguez, the Moses of 
Mexican agriculture, is now ready to 
guide emigrants from the United 
States, in consequence of his epoch- 
making importation of the process of 
“dry-farming”’ from Tunis, Africa. 
Like the Hebrew lawgiver, who 
smote streams of water from a rock 
in the wilderness, Dominguez has 
shown the way to converting the 
qecorched plains which form three- 
fourths of the surface of Mexico, into 
well-watered plantations producing 
from thirty to forty bushels of corn 
to the acre. By combining the wiz- 
ardry of “dry farming” with scien- 
tific fertilization and seed selectioa, 
he has caused his 5000-acre farm at 
San Juan Tecamachalko, in the State 
of Puebla, to produce tenfold above 
the yield of the surrounding hacien- 
das. 
MAY TEMPT AMERICANS. 


Farmers in the United States have 
long been aware of the excessive 
cheapness of land and labor in Mex- 
ico, but have been restrained from 
settling there in any large numbers 
by the aridness of the soil and the 
expense of irrigation. Domingnez’s 
adaptation of the principles of “con- 
servation of moisture” to Mexiean 
agriculture has thrown down that 
barrier, and made it possible, by a 
simple and easy treatment of the soil, 
for crops to flourish unwithered dur- 
ing months of rainlessness.

THE “DRY-FARMING” PROCESS.

But with 
the possibility of buying a farm for a 
$5 bill, hiring 20 laborers for $5 4 
day and producing crops of 30 bush- 
els of corn to the acre, it is consid- 
ered likely that the next few years

What is this process of “dry farm- 
ing’’ which is able to convert Mexico 
from a country which cannot feed 
itself into one of the granaries of 
the world? 

Ten years ago Dominguez, a bank- 
er, came by chance into the posses- 
sion of a large farm, called “Valse- 
quillo,” or Dry Valley, from its ex- 
treme aridness. He knew nothing of 
agriculture. But the sight of the 
shriveled corn, the dwarfed wheat 
and the shrunken. tough vegetables 
which his plantation produced, in- 
cited him to attempt to master some 
charm by which richer yields could 
be wrung from the baked so'l. Wa- 
ter was plainly the need. but water 
Was too far away to make irrigation 
practicable. 

By accident he found in a French 
hewspaper an account of the means 
by which the farmers of Tunis (where 
the rainfall is only a few inches a 
year) compel the soil to retain this 
moisture without loss, and keep their 
crops flourishing for months despite 
the absence of rain and without the 
assistance of irrigation. 

It had been observed by the Afri.

Eut the pores 
cease when they encounter the loose 
covering of earth on top and retain 
their water out of reach of the thirsty 
sun. One treatment with the packer 
has been found enough for each sea- 
son, but the oftener the loose blanket 
of earth on top is stirred with the 
harrow the better. 

Dominguez has a homemade pack- 
er constructed. With it he treated a 
portion of his land. 

Tests showed that throughout the 
season, however dry it was, the 
packed soil retained water within a 
couple of inches of the surface, while 
the land alongside which was mere- 
ly plowed, baked into a crust for a 
depth of two feet, in which corn 
shriveled and wheat withered. The 
packed soil produced ten times the 
crop of the plowed land, though both 
were planted with the same grade of 
seeds. 

HE WAS A MISSIONARY. 


Coincidently, but independently, the 
process of “dry farming’ was intro- 
duced in the United States, and the 
Trans-Missouri Dry Farming Con- 
gress was established as a comple- 
ment of the National Irrigation Con- 
gress. So little was the process 
known, however, that Dominguez re- 
cently explained it for the first time 
as a missionary to a farmers’ club 
at Urbana, Hl., the home of the 
University of Illinois, with its mag- 
nificent agricultural experiment sta- 
tion. 

‘The Mexican pioneer, whose dis- 
covery may work a revolution in his 
native land, is as yet almost without 
honor in his own country, though he 
has labored 10 years and spent $100,- 
000 of his own money in attempting 
to teach the peons how to farm. The 
ignorance of the latter, indeed, caused 
them to look upon him as little bet- 
ter than a sorcerer and infidel. 
When he sought to instruct them in 
seed selection, so as to produce larg- 
er and fuller ears of corn, they cried 
sacrilege. “God shaped the. corn as 
it is,” they said, pol to. the

starveling ears which drooped on fee- 
dle stalks, “and it is wicked to change 
them.” 

The sole official countenance which 
Dominguez has so far won to his re- 
forms, has been that of Prospero Ca- 
huantzi, the full-blooded Aztec Gov- 
ernor of the State of Tlaxcala. Under 
the auspices of this progressive offi- 
cial, Dominguez has been able to 
give several lectures to hundreds ef 
planters in Mexico. 

But Dominguez, who is somewhat 
of a statesman as well as a reform- 
er, is planning to enlist the devotion 
of the Indiang in his cause by ob- 
taining the favor of the church. Dur- 
ing his visit to the United States this 
month, in the course of which he 
spent two days in St. Louis, he pro- 
cured a letter from Bishop Banacum 
of Nebraska, to the Most Rev. Eulo- 
gio Gregorio Clemente Gillow, Arch- 
bishop of Oaxaca, himself the own- 
er of a $1,000,000 plantation. The 
American Bishop, whom Dominguez 
visited with Gov. Sheldon of Nebras- 
ka, recommended the innovator to 
the favor of the Mexican clergy, and 
testified that “his zeal, his earnest- 
ness and his vast store of informa- 
tion excited my admiration to a high 
degree.” 

With this assistance, Domingues 
hopes to propagate his book, “The A 
B C of Agriculture.” throughout Mex- 
ico by the hands of the priests. This 
book treats in simple language of 
scientific tillage, fertilization and 
seed selection. 

Dominguez expects much from the 
awakened interest in farming which 
has followed the Mexican panic of 
1907. This was far more severely felt 
than the contemporaneous depression 
in the United States. 
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Heretofore the Latin “republic” has 
relied mainly on its mines, but the 
resources of these collapsed misera- 
bly under the strain of the panic. So 
little was agriculture esteemed that 
Mexico has never had a Secretary cf 
Agriculture. But there is talk now 
of establishing such an office. 

By a coincidence not infrequent in 
science, Dominguez. studying Dar- 
win’s “Natural Selection,” reduced 
seed Judging and selection to a sci- 
ence, just as Prof. P. G. Holden of the 
Iowa State College was independently 
working a revolution in Western ag- 
riculture with his “A BC of Corn 
Culture.” So parallel were the pro- 
cesses Of these two widely separated 
minds of the American scientist and 
the Mexican banker, that even the 
illustrations prepared by both are 
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practical duplicates, showing alike 
how the ears are sorted, chosen ker- 
nels planted and tested in germina- 
tion boxes and the results tabulated. 

In preparing his book, Dominguez 
tested the fertility of 5000 samples of 
seed corn from every state in Mex- 
ico and found-from 28 to 62 per cent 
of it sterile. He computed that ig- 
norance of geed selection costs the 
Mexican farmers 25,000,000 bushels of 
corn a year. 

Dominguez is well known and hon- 
ored among agriculturists of the 
United States, Where the miracles he 
has performed on his plantation have 
earned him the nickname of “the 
turbank of Mexico.” He was a prom- 
inent delegate to the National Corn 
Exposition at Omaha last December,

Next in importance comes mor- 
phine, which is extensively used in 
St. Louis. It is generally injected 
into the body by a _ hypodermic 
syringe, although many prefer to take 
it internally in the form of capsules 
or small tablets. 

Unless the victim possesses a very 
strong will power, he is compelled to 
increase the dose ever so often, as 
his system becomes used to it. Fre- 
quently persons who have become 
regular “morphine fiends” through 
long usage, take as much as fifty or 
sixty grains a day. : 

MORPHINE QUITE COSTLY. 


Morphine is quite expensive, espe- 

cially to the victim who uses large 
quantities every day. Fifty cents is 
charged for a small bottle containing 
one-eighth of an ounce, which is 
nearly 1 cent a grain. 

Using the hypodermic syringe, or, 
as “dope fiends” say, “the needle,” 
is a disgusting habit, as the arms 
gradually become covered with the 
{iny punctures, and then the victim 
has to inject it into other parts of the 
body. Very often, a victim who is 
suffering from nervousness, will ac- 
cidentally break the needle off in his 
flesh and it has to be cut out by a 
physician. 

The effect of morphine is extreme- 
ly exhilarating and lasts much longer 
than the effect of cocaine, though, 
of course, this exhilaration gradually 
wears off, and is followed by a feel- 
ing of great lassitude, which neces- 
sitates a fresh “dose.” 

We now come to opium, the most 
seductive of all narcotics, and also 
the most expensive. The most com- 
mon method of using optum is by 
smoking it, which is called “hitting 
the pipe,” although a few persons 
chew the “gum of opium.” which is 
very destructive to the stomach and 
digestive organs. 

The smoking of opium is such an 
elaborate process that it has to be 
done in places especially fitted up for 
the purpose, which are know as “opi- 
um joints.” These are usually op- 
erated by Chinese. Opium is import- 
ed from China and comes in two dif- 
ferent forms, the first the raw or 
“gum” opium, the other the “pre- 
pared” opium, sealed up in five-pound 
cans, which is the kind that is 
smoked in “hop joints.” 

As the United States Government 
places a very high duty on the im- 
angen drug, the retail market price 

8 country averages $5 
for the “prepared.” ae ee 
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The price of opium fluctuates, ac 
cording to the output, and whenevel 
there is a short crop of poppies ir 
China and a consequent falling off in 
the shipments of opium to this coun- 
try, as was the case last year, the 
price soars much higher than the 
above quotation. 

A very smal] quantity ts all the 
‘hop: fiend” gets for his “two bits” 
when he goes to a St. Louis opium 
joint to have a quiet “smoke.” 

In nearly every large city there are 
“hop joints,” generally located in the 
Chinese quarter, and often operated 
in the rear of a Chinese laundry, 
which is merely used as a “stall,” to 
cover the real nature of the business. 
In New jvork a certain influential 
Chinaman, and who is_ reputed to 
have a strong “pull” with the politi- 
cians, controls nearly all the largest 
opium joints and has grown rich 
from the traffic. 

As opium smoking is under the 
ban in St. Louis, the “hop joints” 
in the city are run in a very quiet 
way. Thus, no one who was not 
“initiated” into the “dark ways of 
the Chinaman” would suspect their 
existence. 

ONE MUST BE INTRODUCED. 


No one is ever admitted to the in- 
side of a St. Louis opium joint un- 
less he is known to the Chinese pro- 
prietor. A newcomer has first got 
to be “introduced” and vouched for 
by some regular patron of the “dive” 
before he may enter and “hit the 
bamboo.” An opium pipe resembles 
a section of a curtain pole about 18 
inches long, and is generally made 
of bamboo. although frequently ex- 
pensive “stems” are made of mahog- 
any, rosewood, ebony or sandal- 
wood. 

On top of the pipe, about three or 
four inches from the far end, rests 
the “bowl,” which is made out of a 
solid piece of stone, and is screwed 
into the silver mounting .on_ the 
“stem,” known as the “saddle.” <A 
circular piece of ivory is fastened to 
each end of the pipe and one end 
acts as the “mouthpiece,” through 
which the smoke is inhaled. 

An opium “layout” consists of 
many different implements used in 
the process of cooking and smoking 
the drug. Each article has a Chi- 
hese name. First comes the pipe, 
which is called the “stem,” the ““bam- 
boo” or the “gongaroo.” Then comes 
the “lamp,” made specially for the 
cooking of opium and in which pea- 
nut oil is burned, as this oil gives a 
steady flame and exhales no odor. 

Next we have the “yen hok,” which 
is something like a long darning

aeedie or a uat pin, and this is used 
for handling the opium, rolling and 
cooking the pills, etc. Then comes 
the “yen shee _ gok,” a peculiarly 
shaped instrument used in scraping 
the ashes of opium out of the inside 
of the bowl after smoking. 

These ashes are known as “yen 
shee,’ and are saved until a large 
quantity is collected, when it is boiled 
down again and more opium is made 
from it, this kind being known as 
“seconds” and selling much cheaper 
than “first quality” opium. Persons 
having their own “layout” generally 
save this “yen shee’. and sell it to 
the Chinese from whom they buy 
their “hop,” receiving from 50 to 60 
cents a pound for it. 

Next comes the “suey pow,” whieh 
is a wet sponge used for wiping off 
the “bowl” after smoking a “pill.” 
It is also necessary to have small 
square pieces of linen or cotton 
cloth with a hole cut in the center, 
which are known as “gee rags,” and 
are used to make the bow! fit tighter 
into the “saddle” and thus prevent 
any of the smoke from escaping. 


MANY OUTFITS OF SILVER. 


A pair of scissors completes the 
outfit, used for trimming the lamp 
wick, cutting the “gee rags,” etc. The 
entire “layout” rests upon a tray, 
generally made of lacquered wood, 
but sometimes made of solid silver, 
according-to the financial status of 
the “smoker.” 

Some “layouts” are extremely ex- 
pensive, the pipe being made of a 
precious wood, frequently inlaid with 
mother-of-pearl and stadded with jew- 
els, and the “saddle” being solid sil- 
ver, hand engraved, while all the 
other implements are equally elabo- 
rate. I have seen “layouts” which 
were valued as high as $150. 

The manufacture of an opium pipe 


ee ; 


is a laborious process, as the “raw” 
stem has to first be “packed,” which 
is done by pouring boiling hot opium 
into it and allowed it ts become 
hardened, after which a red-hot iron 
rod is run through the center of this 
hardened mass of opium, and when 
withdrawn leaves a small, round hole 
all the way through the pipe for the 
passage Of the smoke. The Chinese 
make the pipes, which are alwavs 
“nacked” ready for immediate use 
when sold to the purchaser. 
SOME PIPES COME HIGH. 


A good bamboo “stem.” thoroughly 
‘seasoned,’ will cost at least $5. The 


older they are the better, a second- 


hand pipe always being worth much 
more than a brand-new one. The 
prices run up as high as $50 for a 
very fine pipe. 

Many opium smokers have a “lay- 
out” of their own and “hit the pipe” 
at home, which, of course. igs much 
more comfortable and not so expen- 
sive. But the great majority of “hop 
fiends” depend upon the “opium 
joints” to satisfy their craving 

To the newcomer who has “never 
been there before the inside of a St 
Louis “hop joint’ fn fy}) operation is 
a strange and fascinating sight 

Suppose you have secured the nec- 
essary “credentials” or instruction 
to gain admittance to the “hop joint % 
and having once got past the guard 
or “lookout at the door, you are 
ushered into a sort of passage. Final- 
ly, your guide opens another door 
and you enter a large & uare room, 
with a rather low cejling , 

pu‘lt against the wal! and running 
around the 100m on all sideg is a 
raised platform, about five or six feet 
high and covered with cheap mat- 
ting. At certain intervals. say about 
four feet apart, are small wooden 
boxes. covered with matting also 
These serve as pillows or “head rests” 
for the reclining smokers 

Here and there you will see a 


a 





voung fellow reclining on the plat- 
form with his head towards the wall 
and his feet pointing toward the cen- 
ter of the room, while he is busily en- 
gaged in cooking up ‘the fragrant 
“hop” and rolling it into “‘pills.”’ 

If business ig good, you may see as 
many as fifteen or twenty of these 
young fellows, all smoking and many 
conversing together. Many young 
fellows are accompanied by a “pal,” 
and in the latter case they take turn 
about in cooking the pills. 

Many persons are fond of “hitting 
the pipe” who have not yet mastered 
the trick of cooking the opium and 
rolling it into pills. They have to 
bring a friend along to cook for them 
or else hire one of the attendants, 
sometimes a white man and some- 
times a Chinese, to perform this serv- 
ice. 

Cooking and shaping the pills for 
smoking is quite an art in itself. It 
requires long and constant practice 
to become adept at it. A person who 
is not a good cook or “chef,” as they 
say, will burn ap more “hop” than 
he smo'es. 

If vou don’t care to smé@ke in the 
main room with all the others, you 
can secure a private room upstairs by 
paying $1 extra, and may stay there 
as long as you like. Frequently a 
smoker wil? remain in the “hop 
joint” for 24 hours on a stretch, 
smoking and sleeping alternately, and 
having his meals served right in the 
bunk if he wishes it. In all first 
class “hop joints” ® restaurant 18 
maintained for the benefit of smokers 
who may get humgery and who do not 
care to £0 outside for something to 
eat. Moderate prices are charged for

He then holds the “hop” over the 
flame of the lamp, twisting and turn- 
ing it around on the “yen hok,” and 
now and then smelling it to see if it 
is cooked enough.

Wasteful Plowing,

HE farmer of the West and 
Southwest, with his multiple 
automobile plows bearing an 

awning to screen him from the sun, 
his’ self-binding reapers and his 
chemical reinvigoration of the soil, is 
nevertheless, like all other workers, 
sometimes inclined to repine at the 
laboriousness of his vocation. A 
glance at the agricultural methods of 
Biblical times may remind him, as it 
would remind those occupied in other 
industries, that he is approaching the 
climax of an evolution of ease and 
dispatch in his work. 

To begin with, the first three at- 
tempts at tilling the soil recorded in 
the Bible were under disastrous au- 
spices, while the nomadic occupation 
of sheep-herding was in high favor. 
When Adam shouldered the blame of 
eating the “forbidden fruit of mortal 
taste’’ upon Eve, Jehovah condemned 
him to husbandry as a penalty, and 

in additioh denounced the earth which 
he was to delve. 

“Oursed be the ground for thy 
«--<e,” he fulminated at the father of 
mankind. “In sorrow shalt thou’ eat 
of it all the days of thy life. Thorns 

Iso and thistles shall it bring forth 

thee * * * in the sweat of thy 
brow shalt thou eat bread.” —

tions, Cain unluckily selected farm-

‘For the land, whither thou goest 
in to possess it,” says Deuteronomy, 
“te not as the land of Egypt, from 
whence ye came out, where thou 
sowedst thv seed and wateredst it 
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rejection of Cain, entailng the first 
murder, other than that his offering 
of garden truck was held in contempt 
as such. 

Noah, too, after he had disembark- 
ed from the Ark, “began to be an 
husbandman, and he planted a yvine- 
yard.” This was unfortunate, for je 
has in consequence been handed down 
for 60 centuries as the original in- 
ebriate. 

Small wonder is it that, until the 
time of Isaac, there is no mention of 
a Biblical character engaging in agri- 
culture. And Isaac evidently became 
a farmer under compulsion, when he 
was sojourning in the land of Canaan, 
agriculture being the chief industry 
there. But “Isaac reaped an hundred. 
fold,” the divine objurgation upon the 
soil having been retrenched for his 
sake. 

From then on agriculture became 
more and more general, until Joseph, 
the forerunner of the modern giants 
of the wheat pit, manipulated the 
first corner in grain for Pharaoh. So 
prosperous was this coup that Joseph 
was able not only to gather in all the 
money and cattle of the Egyptians in 
exchange for ‘food, but to seize all 
their lands and reduce them to in- 
voluntary servitude under the king. 
“Then said Joseph unto the people, 
Behold I have bought you this day 
and your land for Pharaoh.”

But with this natural advantage of 
plentiful water, many a Texas farmer 
dependent on irrigation would groan 
at the thought of cultivating his fields 
under the painfully crude and muscle- 
rending methods employed by the 
early Jews. 

To begin with, the science of fer- 
tilization was unknown, the manure 
of the cattle being used exclusively 
for fuel. The stubble, thorns and 
thistles of the fields were burned and 
their ashes plowed under. affording 
little nutriment to the soi]. of sig- 
nificance for the fertility of the soil 
is the regulation in Exodus that the 
lands were to lie fallow every seventh 
year: 

“And six years shalt thou sow thy 
land, and shalt gather in the fruits 
thereof; but the seventh vear thou 
shalt let it rest and lie stij] * * * 
in like manner thou shalt deal with 
thy vineyard and with thy oliveyard.” 

It was impossible for the descend- 

ants of Jacob to plow, with their 
nonaggiad eerie, until] the au- 
umn rains fell and the 
earth, which had grown ype hard 
as a stone in the summer time.

It is not believed that harrowing 
was known, though a sort of “level- 
ing” was practised by draggi- ; a box

In planting, a sower, with an apron 
full of seed, followed the plowman 
and scattered the grains broadcast by 
hand. Afterwards the seed was 
plowed under to protect it from the 
large ants, of which there were great 
numbers in Svy'ia and Palestine, and 
which were fond of carrying off the 
grains into their holes. 

The chief crops planted were wheat, 
rye, barley, millet, sesame, melons, 
cucumbers and other vegetables. 
Imagine the Texas farmer riding ut 
ease upon his automatic seed planter, 
suddenly reduced to such tedious 
methods! 

As the grain ripened it was in dan- 
ger from hail and from thieves. The 
fields were guarded against the latter 
for weeks before harvesting time. But 
it was permitted one who was hungry 
to pick ears in passing by. 

When the grain harvest season ar- 
rived, the Israelite agriculturist did 
not mount his threshing machine, as 
the Kansas farmer does, and see the 
grains of wheat begin to pour forth 
in a golden flood as he drove through 
the field of standing grain.

Then cattle were driven over the 
sheaves until they had trodden out 
the kernels of grain with thet. hoofs 
‘and remiced the straw to chaff, in 
which .operation the ox was not to 
be muzzled. 

As an improvement upon this proc- 
ess, the threshing sledge was after- 
wards invented. This was made of 
several wooden planks joined to- 
gether, in the under side of which 
were set stones and later knives. 

An ox was hitched to this sledge, 
a man stood upon it to weigh it down, 
and it was dragged to and fro across 
the sheaves until the grain was rasped 
fron. its husks. Th~ sledge itself de- 
veloped into the threshing wagon, 
which consisted of several rollers run- 
ning parallel, each of which was 
equipped with three or four iron 
disks, so arranged that the disks of 
one roller extended into the spaces 
left by the othe s. These rollers 
chopped and tore ihe s'raw into chaff 
and freed the kernels ‘from their 
shells. 

After threshing, came a crude and 
slow method of winnowing, which was 

3ually done at evening and night, 
when the winds rose from the sea. 
The chaff and grain were gathered up 
on pronged forks and tossed against 
tte wind, which blew away the straw 
and permitted the heavier grain to 
fall back to the floor. 

To separate the grain from _§re- 
maining bits of straw, it was sifted 
through a grain-sieve, of which the 
meshes were made of strings drawn 
taut across a hoop of wood. Rich men, 
like Boaz, slept with their servants 
on the threshing floor to protect -he 
grain from thieves. 

There were no barns or granaries 
at first, the wheat and barley being 
stowed away in underground pits 
like cisterns. In later times store 
houses seem to have been in use. 

Western farmers, with their heavy 
yields, due to scientific cultivation 
and treatment of the soil, may con- 
gratulate themselves on learning the 
meagerness of the crops which . the 
Hebrew husbandmen extorted from 
the sofl. In many parts of Judaea., 
wheat yielded only twice as much 
grain as was planted, and _ barley 
three times as much as there was 
seed.

planting. The average yield seems to 
have been about -tenfold, reaching 
thirtyfold only in particularly fertile 
river valleys.

There were various ways of prepar- 
ing the grains for food. Often the 
kernels of wheat or barley were 
parched, and occasionally a gourmand 
roasted the ears at the fire. 

To make porridge, the grain was 
bruised in a mortar with a pestle and 
eaten, with the addition of milk, with

combinations that pave the way for a score of 
chronic ailments. 

At 5 p. m. “afternoon tea” serves as a cloak for 
a lovers’ tryst. 

At 5 p. m. the women card players, whether for 
cold cash or prizes offered in the name of charity, 
are fighting for the highest stakes. 

At 5 p. m. there are more women tippling in St. 
Louis than at any other hour of the day, after- 
theater parties to the contrary sotwithstanding. 

In fact, at 5 p. m. you'll find the devil himself 
- at his busiest, and his harvest of feminine souls 
at its heaviest.

For instance, a popular young artist received a 
note from a yvoung woman who calmly announced 
that she must remaim incognito, offering to meet 
him at a certain table in a certain tearoom whose 
colorings and voices are notoriously subdued and 
esthetic. The young man liked the quality of her 
note paper, the chirography it bore ard the ad- 
venture it suggested.

You will find them in hotel and club 
parlors, labeled “charity euchre.” And you will 
even find them’in suites of rooms in quiet-looking 
apartment houses, playing for cash with the cold 
deliberation of the confirmed male gambler. 

Not long ago a man from the far West who had 
established himself in St. Louis, returned to his 
home at night to find his wife scouring a cut glass 
vase with strong suds. 

“Why in the world are you doing that sort of 
work at night, Mary?” 

His wife gave the vase a final dip into the boil- 
ing water and replied: 

“I’m disinfecting the prize I won at the euchre 
this afternoon. I was afraid it would contami- 
nate the whole household.. My dear, we used to 
see gambling out West, but for cut-throat tactics 
and an undercurrent of malice, commend me to.a 
card club of"women. Today is my first, last and 
only appearance ata charity euchre.” 

In some of the more conservative family hotels, 
the management will no longer rent out parlors 
or suites for these charity euchres, simply and 
solely because the gambling spirit prevailed in all 
the gatherings. Last year, promoters of the en- 
terprise would issue tickets reading: 

“CHARITY EUCHRE. 
Proceeds to be devoted to the ass‘stance of the 
worthy poor. - 
Tuesday, Feb. ——. 
Tickets, $1.00.”

At another hotel an experienced chambermaid 
was asked by the “committee” to check wraps. * 

“Indeed I will not, no matter what you'd pay 
me. What with their quarreling over their prizes 
and gtealing each other’s fur pieces, ‘tis no place 
for an honest girl like meself.”’ 

At a third hotel, which has closed its parlors to 
euchres of any sort, the proprietor explained that 
the women served a punch so strong that the game 
generally ended in diseussions so loud and furious 
that his regular guests and tenants (it is an apart- 
ment hotel) complained. 

The influence of the gambling spirit is manifest- 
ed in a dozen different ways, each guaranteed 
to destroy all sense of right and wrong. A wom- 
an living in a certain uptown apartment hotel, 
whose name might be Mrs. Brown recently enter- 
tained her card club, For the occasion she bor- 
rowed a dozen small but very beautiful cut glass 
bonbon dishes from a fellow guest in the house, 
whom she invited to assist her, and whose name 
might be Smith. 

When the playing was at its height, one of the 
guests, a trifle the worse for frequent trips to the 
punch bowl, appreached Mrs. Smith and murmured 
confidentially: ‘Aren’t those the dearest little 
bonbon dishes? I! didn’t think Sally Brown had 
anything so good. Say, I’ve slipped one in my 
muff. She'll never miss it—and I haven’t a ghost 
of a chance to win a prize.” 

Mrs. Smith, having visions of the breaking up 
of her bonbon set, turned almost tearful. “Don’t 
you make any mistake. Sally Brown will miss 
that bonbon.dish and she’ll make a scene, too. 
You'd better put it back.” 

And for the rest of the afternoon the “assisting 
lady” gave her undivided attention to protecting 
her property and on taking it home at the con- 
clusion of the meeting, she announced to her hus- 
band that she would loan no more dishes for card 
club gatherings.

At the conclusion of a recent card 
gathering two players were assisted to eabs by 
grinning hotel attaches at 5 p. m., and one humil- 
iated husband was summoned because his bride 
had become “unmanageable.” Ask the taxicab 
drivers and the liverymen in the heart of the resi- 
dence districts what is their busiest hour by day- 
light and they will tell vou 5 o’clock, when the 


rates. 

Five o’clock has long been sacred to the man et 
his club. Thither he went for his appetizing cock- 
tail and his morsel of scandal. And now his wife 
and daughter, barred from clubs, take to a secluc- 
er corner in a cafe, restaurant, hotel or tearonm 
and indulge in the same combination of cocktail 
and gossip. In some of the more quiet places the 
cocktail or even straight whisky will be served 
in a decorous cup, but in the majority of places it 
is served openly in glasses. You'll find them 
downtown and up, in restaurants where heavy 
lace curtains screen them from the eyes of curious 
pedestrians, or in “family entrances’ where imita- 
tion stained glass serves the same friendly pur- 
pose.

HIVER music is sending its un- 
S canny thrills quivering along 
the spines of a large audience 
at a seance. When it ceases, the 
manager, his voice tremulous, an- 
nounces that “Miss Vere de Vere 
will now place herself en rapport 
with the world beyond and read mes- 
sages from the spirits of the dear 
ones gone before. 

Amid tense silence, or gasps and 
whispers of pity, “Miss Vere de 
Vere,” pale, moaning and convulsive 
with the afflatus of the spirits, is 
borne upon the stage in a chair, and 
deposited in plain view of the audi- 
ence. A committee—that quintes- 
sence of “rubedom’’—mounts the ros- 
trum and stands closely about her, 
“so that critics may have no pretext 
to carp.” 

The manager and several assistants, 
armed with half a dozen pads of in- 
nocent white paper, descend solemnly 
among the audience. Persons are 
requested to write in the taba mes- 
sage to a dead friend or relative, tear 
out what they have written and con- 
ceal it in their own pockets. The 
manager and ushers ostentatiously 
refrain from attempting to see what 
is written. 

Then the startling promise is made 


that the medium, informed by the f} 


spirits hovering about her, will read 
aloud the messages which none but 
the writers have seen and which are 
securely hidden in their pockets, and

the pallid medium is blindfolded by 
the committee, and the manager him- 
self is bound and gagged at a distance 
from her. 

For a couple of minutes the medi- 
um, wrung by the inrush of spirits 
struggling to possess her vocal or- 
gans, redoubles her moans and con- 
tortions and wrings her hands in ag- 
ony. Then, ia a complete state of e~- 
haustion, she falls back in the chair 
her trembling hands lying along its 
afms. With a final convulsive move

ment, she strikes her heel upon the 
oor. 
“Poor dear,” sympathetic women 
murmur throughout the hall, “how 
cruelly the spirits rend her!"’ 
Then—marvelous to say—sepulchra] 
tones issue from the medium’s dia- 
phragm.: “I, X. L.,” she calla. 
“I. X. L.,” trembling, stands up. 
“Brother,” recites the meflium, “are 
you happy where you are?” 
_ “Was that your message?” inquires

a skeptical member of the commit- 
tee. 

“Word tor word,” replies “I. X. L.,” 
with solemnity. 

“Listen,” moans the 
“Your brother’s answer comes to mé. 
He says: * i—oh!—~so happy. I 
only long for the time when you will 
join me.’ ” 

e@ |. X. L.,” mopping the cold sweat 
from his brow, and shaking as if with 
ague, sits down, 

“A. B.,” calla the medium. The 
woman who signed these initials aris- 
es, hears the message locked in her 
purse repeated word for word, and an 
answer, and weeps in the belief thhkt 
she has communicated with her dead 
mother in paradise. 

This performance is repeated a doz- 
en times umerringly. Some fearfu! 
souls arise and steal stealthily out, 
glancing over their shoulders as if 
expecting to see monstrous, uncouth 
shapes in pursuit. 

Others whisper apprehensively to 
their neighbors, and the words “su- 
pernatural,” “miracle’’ and “spirits’’ 
fly about the hall. Then the medium, 
as if suddenly released from a spell, 
springs up, gazes about her dizzilv, 
presses her hands upon her fevered, 
aching brow and staggers into the 
wings. Salvoes of devout applause 
attend her departure. 


NOBODY WATCHES THE USHER 


But no one in the audience has 
thought to keep an eye on the unob- 
trusive usher disappearing with the 
innocent tabs of white paper. These 
tabs are far from being as guileless.as 
they look, for the second sheet of each 
was prepared before the seance with 
a thin coating of paraffine. It was not 
observed, as the ushers worked from 
the. front backwards, that only the 
first sheet of each tab was written 
upon, and that it was then shifted 
to the bottom of the half-dozen car- 
ried. 

The pressure of the pencii on the 
paper caused the paraffine vDelow to 
adhere to the top sheet, which, when 
torn off, took with it enough wax to 
leave an invisible facsimile on the 
second sheet. This was “developed” 
hy dusting the sheet with powdered 
graphite, or ‘‘dragon’s blood’’—a red 
gum-—which thrust the message out 
into clear legibility. 

When the medium was carried ‘in, 
pains were taken to place one leg of 
her chair upon an almost invisible 
plate in the floor. Inside the chair 
leg a wire ran to another inconspicu- 
ous plate on one of the chair arms. 
When the medium rested her arm 
upon the chair she carefuliy made 
contact between the plate on the 
chair and another concealed in the 
laces on her forearm. 

Inside her dress and through her 
corsage the fine wire continued un- 
til, changed to an invisible flesh col- 














or, it issue@ unseen above her high 
collar ava jointed a tiny telephone 
receiver concealed in the voluminous 
fluffs of her hair. 

The confidential usher, at the other 
end of the wire, in a telephone booth 
downstairs, is the “spirit’’ who com- 
municates to the medium the contents 
of the messages hidden in their writ- 
ers’ most secret pockets. 

“IT. X. L..” he reads from his “devel- 
oped”. paraffine sheet into the tele- 
phone, when the heel tap from above 
signals that all is ready. 

“I. X. L.,” parrots the writhing 
medium at the other end of the line 
above. And so on, ad infinitum. 

An Eastern firm considers this feat 
its “magnum opus” during long years 
of inventive deception, and advertises 
it as “the most successful mediumistic 
trick ever devised.” Tuition and ap- 
paratus may be had for performing it, 
“to confidential customers only,” for 
$150. 


SPEAKING TUBES ARE USED 


In cruder performances, 2 speaking 
tube may replace the telephone. A 
medium who made a sensation recent- 
ly in a St. Louis theater, was Ssurrep- 
titiously handed the “developed” mes- 
sages, and read them at ease by aid 
of a flash light, which she lighted 
under cover of a perfectly opaque 
shaw! enveloping her hea. and, arms. 

Again, it is announced by the man- 
ager that the medium may be secured 
bound within a cabine’ by a commit- 
tee, that “spirits” will play a fam- 
bourine or a guitar or @ fish horn 
within, and that they will finally re- 
lease her from her bonds. The 
“rubes,” suspecting that she ie an 
expert at untying knots, determ’ne to 
bind her so tightly that self-release 
will be impossible. 


Staple 

into a stout post bol 
inside the cabinet. Her feet 
together, and the fetters nailed to the 
floor. Another bond encircling her 
head and neck is nailed to the post. 
Her knees are bound together and 
tied to the stool, and fina ly, anoth- 
er stout cord fastens hef back against 
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the post. She seems perfectly help- 
less, at least to the satisfaction of the 
committee. If one of them wishes to 
sit in the cabinet he is permitted to 
do so. Musical instruments and 
other articles are placed on the medi- 
um’s lap. 

Hardly has the cabinet curtain been 
drawn when the skeptic within bursts 
out with a howl, declaring that the 
“spirits” have bitten him, and refus- 
ing te.return. The truth is that the 
medium, bound as she was, had thrust 
a pin into his leg in the darkness and 
frightened him out of all desire for 
investigation. 

Then the tambourine is heard tink- 
ling within, and presently it comes 
sailing out of the cabinet, propelled 
by “spirit hands.’’ The fish horn 
sounds a lusty blast, and the guitar 
begins strumming. The cabinet is 
opened and the cords, carefully ex- 
amined by the committee, are found 
as tightly fastened as before. 

THE MEDIUM TRIUMPHANT 


The cabinet’ is again closed, and 
after a silent minute the medium ap- 
pears triumphantly before the audi- 
ence, holding in her hand the cords 
that bound her. It must be remem- 
bered that a committee surrounds the 
cabinet to preclude outside assis- 
tance. Often ropes, attached to her 
feet, are given men in the audience 
to hold. 

Thousands of peor'e have been im- 
posed upon by this feat, in which 
—— & Co. offer to accomplish all 
comers for the sum of $3. The man- 
agers’ claims that spirits ring bells 
within the cabinet and untie thé 
medium’s bonds, are implicitly ered- 
ited. Yet so simple is it that it is 
hard to believe that even the great- 
est numskull among “rubes” could 
not have gotten wise during the years 
and years of its successful perform- 
ance. 

Sometimes, to give realism to the 
sufferings which “spirit control” is 
supposed to inflict, the medium, on 
issuing from the cabinet, froths at the 
mouth—by the aid of a small piece 
of soap. 

Tightly as the committee have tied 
the medium, piling knot on knot, 
they have deft her capable of a few 
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motions. By one, after much supple 
practice, she is able to draw her knees 
sidewise and her hands from behind 
her back until she can grasp anything 
lying on her lap. She seizes the tam- 
bourine, rattles it, and then flings it 
spinning into the audience. 

She sweeps her fingers across the 
guitar strings, and raises the lng- 
tubed fishhorn to her mouth. Wher 
the curtain is opened and the startled 
“rubes” examine her bonds, they find 
that she has twisted back into her 
first position of apparent helplessness. 

In the rear of her skirt, within 
reach of her manacled hands, is ® 
secret pocket, containing a knife. 
When the “spirits” are to loose het, 
she takes out the knife, by an UP- 
ward movement cuts the cords which 
secure her hands, and then quick! 
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severs all the other fastenings’ These, 
cut and ripped, she conceals in an- 
other.secret pocket on the inside of 
her underskirt, from which she takes 
& set of duplicate fastenings and 
walks, with the latter in her hands, 
into~ the view of the awe-stricken 
“rubes.”’ 

“There certainly is something 
supernatural about that woman,” one 
hayseed remarked to me after he had 
seen my wife “freed by the spirits.” 
Even I could not help being disgusted 
by. such simplicity. 

Sometimes it is announced that the 
medium will read, by the aid of spir- 
its, messages which their writers 
have sealed in opaque envelopes and 
secured with wax wafers. The note 
atid envelope may in fact be sewed to- 
gether, .to prove afterwards that the 
wrapping has not been tampered with. 

No ong has seen the written mes- 
sage but the victim himself. Yet, 
retiring to the cabinet, the medium. 
aided by the “spirits,” reads the 
sealed messages word for word, and 
returns them with seals and stitches 
unbroken. ¢ 

The victims always swallow this 
trick, hook and all, wag their heads 
learnedly, and say they never would 
have helieved it if they hadn’t seen it 
with their own eyes, and that there 
‘must be something in this spiritual- 
ism after all.’’

immuential communicants — swarmed about the 
pMest to question him, and when the ‘reporters 
bombarded his door with searching inquiries, he 
only replied: “I cannot tell you. I can only say 
I KNOW Herman Billik is innocent.” 

So, with the whispered confession from the 
trembling lips of a penitent, began an unparalleled 
fight for the life of Billik. It lasted almost two 
years, and is not ended now by.the recent com- 
mutation of Billik’s sentence to life imprisonment. 

It is a reminder of those days in the frontier 
country. when the priest was also the teacher, doc- 
tor, Jawyer and judge of the community. 

For, armed only with the crucifix, the priest 
fought for Billik’s life in the gourts, on the streets, 
at mass meetings on the corners, at benefits in. 
the theaters. He used his own funds and he 
begged from his friends. He argued and pleaded 
and threatened, and finally went out to seurch for 
evidence. So well did this shepherd seek to pro- 
tect the farthest straying of his flock. 

The story of Herman Billik is well known. He 
was an itinerant fortune teller, who confessed 
that he made his living off the superstition and 
credulity of the Bohemian residents of the West- 
ern part of the city. He was accused of causing 
the death of six members of the Vrzal family in 
one of the most spectacular series of poisonings in 
the criminal history of Chicago. 

Emma Vrzal Niemann caused his arrest on 


Dec. 4, 1906. She denounced him from the bed- ° 


side of her dying mother, who had committed 
suicide, and two hours later Billik was put in‘ 
jail. . 

The woman declared that he had persuaded her 
mother to take her own life and had /caused the 
death of her sisters and brother. She accused 
her dead mother of being the accomplice of Billik 
and said that the two had committed the crimes 
for the insurance of the victims. 

At the trial Emma Niemann testified with great 
vehemencte against the accused. It was declared 
that she had been in love with the man herself, 
but that he had rebuffed her and otherwise gained 
her ill will. Testimony was then introduced with 
the intention of showing that she had a bad 
character. ; 

For some time after his initia] statement Father 
O’Callaghan was able to do little more than de- 
clare his belief in Billik’s innocence. He was crit- 
icised by his parishioners, sneered at by his ene- 
mies and ridiculed in the newspapers. The 
State’s Attorney challenged him to offer any 


evidence to support his declaration. As the day 
for Billik’s execution drew near “agg priest d. came 
desperate. 

- Finally the black-frocked wna was able to 
fire a great and sensational! shot. 

It is not known to this day whether or not 
Jerry Vrzal is the penitent who first gave Father 
O'Callaghan the cause to take the stand he did, 
It is not known how the Father secured the state- 
ment from the boy—whether he pleaded with him, 
coaxed him and, finally, exerting all the impres- 


sive power of the Roman Catholic Church, ordered — 


him to make an open confession. 

However that may be, young Jerry Vrzal came 
bravely out and declared that he had perjured 
himself at Billik’s trial. He flatly contradicted 
his testimony on all points except unimportant 
ones. He asserted that he had been coerced by 
the police and the State’s Attorney’s office, who 
were anxious to make a record on the case. 

Finally the boy said that he was ready to testi- 
fy at a new trial for Billik and take whatever 
punishment the law might inflict upon him. 

Almost half the members of the jury which had 
convicted Billik declared in affidavits that the tes- 
timony of Jerry Vrzal was what had influenced 
them in coming. to a decision; that they would 
not have favored the infliction of the death _ 
alty without it. 

All this was presented to the Court with a peti- 
tion for a new trial. This was refused, although a 
reprieve was granted. 

The fight became an issue in Cook County, and 
the defeat of State’s Attorney Healy, who had 
opposed a new trial, is directly en to the 
‘champions of Billik. 

A series of public meetings was announced. 
Father O’Callaghan spoke at hundreds of gaiher- 
ings, in which he undertook to change public opin- 
ion and raise funds. ° 

He organized a monster petition, to which 40,000 
names were affixed. Letters, postal cards and 
telegrams by the thousand rolled into Springfield. 

New York was appealed to by Father O’Calla- 
ghan in a letter to the New York World on June 
12, 1908, as follows: ° 

“Herman Billik is Annocent. I know it, i 1 
am a creditable witness. No judge and jury passed 
upon Billik’s case as it now stands, with the per- 
jured testimony of Jerry Vrzal retracted and other 
perjured testimony exeluded. Thousands of citi- 
zens of Chicago have united in a personal appeal 
to Gov. Deneen for a commutation of the sentence. 
In five meetings today men, women and 
children to/the number of 15,000 voiced their cry 
to save this innocent man from ghastly doom. 
Twenty men left for Springfield tonight at their 
own expense to plead in behalf of the citizens of 
Chicago for the life of Billik. One thousand tele- 
grams have gone today to the Governor asking 
for justice.” . | 

“Tell the readers of the New York World to tel- 
egraph to Gov. Charles B. Deneen, at Springfield, 
Ill, before 12 o’clock Friday, asking for mercy 


and justice for Billik.

series of benefits was arranged by theatrical peo- 
ple. The most pressing need of the defense was 
money. 

Personally, Billik would never suggest the mur- 
derer. He is about 40 years of age, fleshy and 
good natured. He has light blue eyes,. 
as trusting as those of a child. His speech is 
frank and guileless in the extreme. There is noth- 
ing violent or criminal in his appearance, and he 
seems like a big, good-tempered boy. 

Father O’Callaghan’s ally all through the fight 
has been Billik’s daughter. She is a remarkably 
beautiful ‘child, about 12 years old, and an in- 

nse believer in her father’s innocence. She spent 
the greater part of her time with him in Jail, and 
spoke for him at many of the meetings, 

On the night before June 13, the date set for 
Billik’s execution, Father O’Callaghan made a tour 
of the city in an automobile with Edna Billik 
and Jerry Vrzal, iu a last appeal to the authori- 


ties. He was apparently unsuccessful, and this 


was the occasion when Billik was halted on the 
death march by an injunction issued by Jadge K.
